Priority

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the in\ anion was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign eonntr\ or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects lor purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-4 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticiapted by Min (U.S. Pat. 
No. 645953 1). Min teaches A mounting system for use in mounting an optical display screen in 
a rear projection television receiver, said mounting system comprising mounting means () on a 5 
housing of said rear projection television receiver, and a plurality of mounting bracket 
assemblies (), each of said mounting bracket assemblies comprising :means (71, 82, 83) for 
connecting said mounting bracket assembly to said optical display screen means for attaching 
said mounting bracket assembly to said mounting means and means for elastically coupling said 
connecting means to said attaching means wherein said elastic coupling means applies a 
stretching force from said attaching means to said optical display screen via said connecting 
means thereby eliminating any bowing in said optical display screen. The applicant is directed to 
review figures 5-6 as well as col. 3. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Min in view of 
Coleman. Min teaches the salient features of the claimed invention except for the pad formed in 
the mounting bracket assemblies. Coleman teaches in figure 3 that it was known to provide a 
pad in the mounting assemblies. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at 
the time the invention was made to utilize the features taught by Coleman for the purpose of 
proetecting the screen. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 6-9 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims.
